We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major
fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Iberville Parish Sheriff as of and for the year
ended June 30, 2005, which collectively comprise the Sheriffs basic financial statements as listed in the
table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Sheriff. Our responsibility is to
express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. The prior year comparative information
has been derived from the Sheriffs 2004 financial statements and, in our report dated September 22, 2004,
we expressed unqualified opinions on the respective financial statements of the governmental activities, each
major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information.

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United
States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing
Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures
in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We
believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions.

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the
respective financial position of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining
fund information of the Iberville Parish Sheriff as of June 30, 2005, and the respective changes in financial
position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the
United States of America.

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated September
29, 2005, on our consideration of the Iberville Parish Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on
our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and
other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over
financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing and not to provide an opinion on the internal
control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in
accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in conjunction with this report in
considering the results of our audit.
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The required supplementary information on pages 29 and 30 are not a required part of the basic
financial statements but are supplementary information required by accounting principles generally accepted
in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of
inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the required
supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. The
prior year comparative information on the required supplementary information has been derived from the
IbervUle Parish Sheriffs 2004 financial statements, which were not audited by us and on which we expressed
no opinion.

The Iberville Parish Sheriff has not presented management's discussion and analysis that the
Governmental Accounting Standards Board has determined is necessary to supplement, although not required
to be part of, the basic financial statements.

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that
collectively comprise the Iberville Parish Sheriffs basic financial statements. The other supplementary
information on pages 32 through 35 is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part
of the basic financial statements. We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of
inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the other supplementary
information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. The prior year
comparative information on the other supplementary information has been derived from the Iberville Parish
Sheriffs 2004 financial statements, which were not audited by us and on which we expressed no opinion.

Special Revenue Fund

L.E. A.D. Task Force -
To account for funds administered by a multi-jurisdictional drug enforcement task force. The task force
includes the Jberville Parish Sheriffs office, the Plaquemine Police Department, and the Rosedale Police
Department. The Iberville Parish Sheriffs office has accepted responsibility for the project management.

Capital Projects Fund

The Capital Projects Fund is used to account for the purchase of capital items to be used by the Sheriff in the
performance of his duties. Financing is provided from proceeds received from the issuance of $1,500,000 of
Certificates of Indebtedness, Series 2003.

Notes to Basic Financial Statements

INTRODUCTION

As provided by Article V, Section 27 of the Louisiana Constitution of 1974, the Iberville Parish
Sheriff (Sheriff) serves a four-year term as the chief executive officer of the law enforcement district and ex-
officio tax collector of the parish. The Sheriff administers the parish jail system and exercises duties
required by the parish court system, such as providing bailiffs, executing orders of the court, and serving
subpoenas.

As the chief law enforcement officer of the parish, the Sheriff has the responsibility for enforcing
state and local laws and ordinances within the territorial boundaries of the parish. The Sheriff provides
protection to the residents of the parish through on-site patrols and investigations and serves the residents of
the parish through the establishment of neighborhood watch programs, anti-drug abuse programs, et cetera.
In addition, when requested, the Sheriff provides assistance to other law enforcement agencies within the
parish.

As the ex-officio tax collector of the parish, the Sheriff is responsible for collecting and distributing
ad valorem property taxes, parish occupational licenses, state revenue sharing funds, sporting licenses, and
fines, costs, and bond forfeitures imposed by the district court.

The accounts of the tax collector are established to reflect the collections imposed by law,
distributions pursuant to such law, and unsettled balances due various taxing bodies and others.

The accounting and reporting policies of the Iberville Parish Sheriff conform to generally accepted
accounting principles as applicable to governments. Such accounting and reporting procedures conform to
the requirements of the industry audit guide, Audits of State and Local Governmental Units.

(1) Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

A. Reporting Entity

For financial reporting purposes, the Sheriff includes all funds, activities, et
cetera, that are controlled by the Sheriff as an independently elected parish official.
As an independently elected parish official, the Sheriff is solely responsible for the
operations of his office, which include the hiring and retention of employees,
authority over budgeting, responsibility for deficits, and the receipt and disbursement
of funds. Other than certain operating expenditures of the Sheriffs office that are
paid or provided by the parish police jury as required by Louisiana law, the Sheriff is
financially independent.

Accordingly, the Sheriff is a separate governmental reporting entity. Certain
units of local government, over which the Sheriff exercises no oversight
responsibility, such as the parish police jury, parish school board, other
independently elected parish officials, and municipalities within the parish, are
excluded from the accompanying financial statements. These units of government
are considered separate reporting entities and issue financial statements separate
from those of the parish sheriff.

B. Basis of Presentation

Government-Wide Financial Statements (GWFS)

The statement of net assets and the statement of activities display
information about the Sheriff as a whole. These statements include all the financial
activities of the Sheriff. Information contained in these statements reflects the
economic resources measurement focus and the accrual basis of accounting.
Revenues, expenses, gains, losses, assets and liabilities resulting from exchange or
exchange-like transactions are recognized when the exchange occurs (regardless of
when cash is received or disbursed). Revenues, expenses, gains, losses, assets and
liabilities resulting from nonexchange transactions are recognized in accordance with
the requirements of GASB Statement No. 33, "Accounting and Financial Reporting
for Nonexchange Transactions."

The statement of activities presents a comparison between direct expenses
and program revenues for each of the functions of the Sheriffs governmental
activities. Direct expenses are those that are specifically associated with a program
or function and, therefore, are clearly identifiable to a particular function. Program
revenues include (a) fees and charges paid by the recipients of services offered by
the Sheriff, and (b) grants and contributions that are restricted to meeting the
operational or capital requirement of a particular program. Revenues that are not
classified as program revenues, including all taxes, are presented as general
revenues.

Fund Financial Statements (FFS)

The Sheriff uses funds to maintain its financial records during the year.
Fund accounting is designed to demonstrate legal compliance and to aid management
by segregating transactions related to certain Sheriff functions and activities. A fund
is defined as a separate fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set of
accounts. The various funds of the Sheriff are classified into two categories:
governmental and fiduciary. The emphasis on fund financial statements is on major
funds, each displayed in a separate column. A fund is considered major if it is the
primary operating fund of the Sheriff or its total assets, liabilities, revenues, or
expenditures of the individual governmental fund is at least 10 percent of the
corresponding total for all governmental funds. All of the governmental funds of the
Sheriff are considered to be major funds. The funds of the Sheriff are described
below:

Governmental Funds -

General Fund

The General Fund is the primary operating fund of the Sheriff. It is used to
account for all financial resources, except those required to be accounted for in other
funds. The General Fund is available for any purpose provided it is expended or
transferred in accordance with state and federal laws and according to Sheriff policy.

L.E.A.D. Task Force Special Revenue Fund

The L.E.A.D. Task Force Special Revenue Fund is used to account for
funds administered by a multi-jurisdictional drug enforcement task force. The task
force includes the Iberville Parish Sheriffs office, the Plaquemine Police
Department, and the Rosedale Police Department.

Capital Projects Fund

This Capital Projects Fund is used to account for purchase of capital items
to be used by the Sheriff in the performance of his duties.

Fiduciary Funds -

Fiduciary fund reporting focuses on net assets and changes in net assets.
The only funds accounted for in this category by the Sheriff are agency funds. The
agency funds account for assets held by the Sheriff as an agent for various taxing
bodies (tax collections) and for deposits held pending court action. These funds are
custodial in nature (assets equal liabilities) and do not involve measurement of
results of operations. Consequently, the agency funds have no measurement focus,
but use the modified accrual basis of accounting.

C. Measurement Focus/Basis of Accounting

Measurement focus is a term used to describe "which" transactions are
recorded within the various financial statements. Basis of accounting refers to
"when" transactions are recorded regardless of the measurement focus applied.

Measurement Focus

On the government-wide statement of net assets and the statement of
activities, governmental activities are presented using the economic resources
measurement focus as defined in item b. below.

In the fund financial statements, the "current financial resources"
measurement focus or the "economic resources" measurement focus is used as
appropriate:

a. All governmental funds utilize a "current financial resources"
measurement focus. Only current financial assets and liabilities are
generally included on their balance sheets. Their operating
statements present sources and uses of available spendable financial
resources during a given period. These funds use fund balance as
their measure of available spendable financial resources at the end of
the period.

b. The government-wide financial statements utilize an "economic
resources" measurement focus. The accounting objectives of this
measurement focus are the determination of operating income,
changes in net assets (or cost recovery) and financial position. All
assets and liabilities (whether current or noncurrent) associated with
their activities are reported. Fund equity is classified as net assets.

Basis of Accounting

In the government-wide statement of net assets and statement of activities,
governmental activities are presented using the accrual basis of accounting. Under
the accrual basis of accounting, revenues are recognized when earned and expenses
are recorded when the liability is incurred or economic asset used. Revenues,
expenses, gains, losses, assets, and liabilities resulting from exchange and exchange-
like transactions are recognized when the exchange takes place.

Governmental fund financial statements are reported using the modified
accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are recognized as soon as they are both
measurable and available. Revenues are considered to be available when they are
collectible within the current period or soon enough thereafter to pay liabilities of the
current period. For this purpose, the government considers revenues to be available
if they are collected within 60 days of the end of the current fiscal period.
Expenditures (including capital outlay) generally are recorded when a liability is
incurred, as under accrual accounting. However, debt service expenditures are
recorded only when payment is due.

Revenues

Ad valorem taxes and the related state revenue sharing are recorded in the
year taxes are due and payable. Ad valorem taxes are assessed on a calendar year
basis, become due on November 15 of each year, and become delinquent on
December 31. The taxes are generally collected in December, January, and
February of the fiscal year.

Intergovernmental revenues and fees, charges and commissions for services
are recorded when the Sheriff is entitled to the funds.

Interest on interest-bearing deposits is recorded or accrued as revenues when
earned. Substantially all other revenues are recorded when received.

Expenditures

The Sheriffs primary expenditures include salaries and insurance, which are
recorded when the liability is incurred. Capital expenditures and purchases of
various operating supplies are regarded as expenditures at the time purchased.

Other Financing Sources (Uses)

Transfers between funds that are not expected to be repaid are accounted for
as other financing sources (uses) when the transfer is authorized by the Sheriff.

Deferred Revenues

Deferred revenues arise when resources are received by the Sheriff before it
has a legal claim to them, as when grant monies are received before the incurrence of
qualifying expenditures. In subsequent periods, when the Sheriff has a legal claim to
the resources, the liability for deferred revenue is removed from the combined
balance sheet and the revenue is recognized.

D. Budgets

The Sheriff follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary data
reflected in the financial statements;

1. The chief administrative deputy prepares a proposed budget for the
general and special revenue funds and submits it to the Sheriff for the
fiscal year no later than fifteen days prior to the beginning of each fiscal
year.

2. A summary of the proposed budget is published and the public notified
that the proposed budget is available for public inspection. At the same
time, a public hearing is called.

3. A public hearing is held on the proposed budget at least ten days after
publication of the call for the hearing.

4. After the holding of the public hearing and completion of all action
necessary to finalize and implement the budget, the budget is legally
adopted prior to the commencement of the fiscal year for which the
budget is being adopted.

5. All budgetary appropriations lapse at the end of each fiscal year.

6. The budget is adopted on a basis consistent with generally accepted
accounting principles (GAAP). Budgeted amounts are as originally
adopted or as finally amended by the Sheriff. Such amendments were
not material in relation to the original appropriations.

E. Cash and Interest-Bearing Deposits

Cash and interest-bearing deposits include amounts in demand deposits,
interest-bearing demand deposits, and time deposits. They are stated at cost, which
approximates market.

F. Investments

Under state law, the Sheriff may deposit funds with a fiscal agent organized
under the laws of the State of Louisiana, the laws of any other state in the union, or
the laws of the United States. The Sheriff may invest in United States bonds,
treasury notes and bills, government backed agency securities, or certificates and
time deposits of state banks organized under Louisiana Law and national banks
having principal offices in Louisiana. In addition, local governments in Louisiana
are authorized to invest in the Louisiana Asset Management Pool (LAMP), a
nonprofit corporation formed by the State Treasurer and organized under the laws
of the State of Louisiana, which operates a local government investment pool.

G. Short-Term Interfund Receivables/Payables

During the course of operations, numerous transactions occur between
individual funds for goods provided or services rendered. These receivables and
payables are classified as due from other funds or due to other funds on the balance
sheet. Short-term interfiind loans are classified as interfund receivables/payables.

H. Inventory

Inventory of the Sheriff's General Fund consists of commodities granted by
the United States Department of Agriculture through the Louisiana Department of
Agriculture and Forestry. The commodities are recorded as revenues when received;
however, all inventory items are recorded as expenditures when consumed. All
purchased inventory items are stated at cost, which is determined by the first-in, first-
out method and commodities are assigned values based on information provided by
the United States Department of Agriculture and Forestry. There was no inventory at
June 30,2005.

I. Prepaid Items

Insurance payments made to insurance agencies that will benefit periods
beyond June 30,2005 are recorded as prepaid items.

J. Capital Assets

Capital assets are capitalized at historical cost or estimated cost if historical
cost is not available. Donated assets are recorded as capital assets at their estimated
fair market value at the date of donation. The Sheriff maintains a threshold level of
$1,500 or more for capitalizing capital assets.

Capital assets are recorded in the statement of net assets and statement of
activities. Since surplus assets are sold for an immaterial amount when declared as
no longer needed for public purposes, no salvage value is taken into consideration
for depreciation purposes. All capital assets, other than land, are depreciated using
the straight-line method over the following useful lives:

K. Compensated Absences

Employees of the Sheriff's office earn from 12 to 18 days of personal leave
each year, depending on their length of service. Personal leave may be carried over
into bank days. Bank days and personal leave are compensable if an employee leaves
the service of the Iberville Parish Sheriff. Additional sick leave without pay is
allowed at the discretion of the Sheriff. At June 30, 2005, employees of the Sheriff
have accumulated and vested $287,608 of compensated absence benefits. This
amount is included in long-term liabilities due after one year in the statement of net
assets.

L. Restricted Net Assets

For government-wide statement of net assets, net assets are reported as
restricted when constraints placed on net asset use are either:

1. externally imposed by creditors (such as debt covenants), grantors,
contributors, or laws or regulations of other governments; and

2. imposed by law through constitutional provisions or enabling legislation.

M. Fund Equity

In the fund financial statements, governmental funds report reservations of
fund balance for amounts that are not available for appropriation or are legally
restricted by outside parties for use for a specific purpose. Any designations of fund
balance represent tentative management plans that are subject to change.

N. Interfund Transactions

Transactions that constitute reimbursements to a fund for expenditures
initially made from it that are properly applicable to another fund are recorded as
expenditures in the reimbursing fund and as reductions of expenditures in the fund
that is reimbursed. All other interfund transactions are reported as transfers.

0. Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting
principles generally accepted in the United States of America require management to
make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and
liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the
financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues, expenditures, and
expenses during the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those
estimates.

(2) Expenditures of the Sheriffs Office Paid by the Parish Police Jury

The Sheriffs office is located in the parish courthouse. The cost of maintaining and
operating the parish courthouse, as required by statute, is paid by the Iberville Parish Police Jury.
These expenditures are not included in the accompanying financial statements.

(3) Cash and Interest-Bearing Deposits

Under state law, the Sheriff may deposit ftmds within a fiscal agent bank organized under the
laws of the State of Louisiana, the laws of any other state in the Union, or the laws of the United
States. The Sheriff may invest in certificates and time deposits of state banks organized under
Louisiana law and national banks having principal offices in Louisiana. At June 30, 2005, the
Sheriff has cash and interest-bearing deposits (book balances) totaling $4,790,600 as follows:

These deposits are stated at cost, which approximates market. Under state law, these deposits,
(or the resulting bank balances) must be secured by federal deposit insurance or the pledge of
securities owned by the fiscal agent bank. The market value of the pledged securities plus the federal
deposit insurance must at all times equal the amount on deposit with the fiscal agent bank. These
securities are held in the name of the pledging fiscal agent bank in a holding or custodial bank that is
mutually acceptable to both parties.

Pledged securities in Category 3 includes uninsured or unregistered investments for which the
securities are held by the broker or dealer, or by its trust department or agent, but not in the Sheriffs
name. Even though the pledged securities are considered uncollateralized (Category 3) Louisiana
Revised Statute 39:1229 imposes a statutory requirement on the custodial bank to advertise and sell
the pledged securities within 10 days of being notified by the Sheriff that the fiscal agent has failed
to pay deposited funds upon demand.

(7) Ad Valorem Taxes

The Sheriff is the ex-officio tax collector of the parish and is responsible for the collection
and distribution of ad valorem property taxes. Ad valorem taxes attach as an enforceable lien on
property as of January 1 of each year. Taxes are levied by the parish government in June and are
actually billed to taxpayers by the Sheriff in October. Billed taxes are due by December 31,
becoming delinquent on January 1 of the following year. The taxes are based on assessed values
determined by the Tax Assessor of Iberville Parish and are collected by the Sheriff. The taxes are
remitted to the appropriate taxing bodies net of deductions for assessor's compensation and pension
fund contributions.

Ad valorem taxes are budgeted and recorded in the year levied and billed. For the year ended
June 30, 2005, law enforcement taxes applicable to the Sheriffs General Fund, were levied at the
rate of 22.00 mills on property with net assessed valuations totaling $304,917,809.

Total law enforcement taxes levied during 2005 were $6,708,192.

(10) Pension Plan

Plan Description - The Iberville Parish Sheriff contributes to the Sheriffs Pension and Relief
Fund (Retirement System), a cost-sharing, multiple-employer defined benefit pension plan
administered by the Sheriffs Pension and Relief Fund, a public corporation created in accordance
with the provisions of Louisiana Revised Statute 11:2171 to provide retirement, disability and
survivor benefits to Sheriff and deputy Sheriff members throughout the State of Louisiana. The
Sheriffs' Pension and Relief Fund issues a publicly available financial report that includes financial
statements and required supplementary information. That report may be obtained by writing to the
Sheriffs' Pension and Relief Fund, P.O. Box 3163, Monroe, Louisiana 71210-3136.

Funding Policy - Plan members are required to contribute 10.00% of their annual covered
salary and the Iberville Parish Sheriff is required to contribute at an actuarially determined rate. The
current rate is 9.75% of annual covered payroll. The contribution requirements of plan members and
the Iberville Parish Sheriff are established and may be amended by the Sheriffs' Pension and Relief
Fund. The Iberville Parish Sheriffs contributions to the Retirement System for the years ended June
30, 2005, 2004, and 2003 were $346,727, $333,480, and $267,229, respectively.

(11) Taxes Paid Under Protest

The unsettled balances due to taxing bodies and others in the agency funds at June 30, 2005,
include $247,927 of taxes paid under protest plus interest earned to date on the investment of these
funds. These funds are held pending resolution of the protest and are accounted for in the Tax
Collector Agency Fund.

(12) Litigation and Claims

At June 30, 2005, the Sheriff was a defendant in lawsuits principally arising from the normal
course of operations. The Sheriffs legal counsel has reviewed the claims and lawsuits in order to
evaluate the likelihood of an unfavorable outcome to the Sheriff. As a result of the review, the
various claims and lawsuits have been categorized into "probable," "reasonably possible," or
"remote," as defined by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board. It is the opinion of the
Sheriff, after conferring with legal counsel, that the liability, if any, which might arise from these
lawsuits would not have a material adverse effect on the Sheriffs financial position.

(13) Ambulance Service Agreement

On November 1, 2003, the Iberville Parish Sheriff entered into an agreement with Acadian
Ambulance Service, Inc., to provide ambulance service to the residents of Iberville Parish. The term
is for a four-year period ending October 31, 2007. Within the contract, there is an automatic renewal
option for two additional three-year terms. The cost of the ambulance service is $570,000 per year.

Financing for the ambulance service comes from a parishwide ad valorem tax and upon
expiration of the ad valorem tax, the contract is considered void.

(14) Risk Management

The Sheriff is exposed to risks of loss in the areas of auto liability, professional law
enforcement liability, and workers' compensation. All of these risks are handled by purchasing
commercial insurance coverage. There have been no significant reductions in the insurance coverage
during the year.

We have audited the financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the
aggregate fund information of the Iberville Parish Sheriff (the Sheriff) as of and for the year ended June 30,
2005, which collectively comprise the Iberville Parish Sheriffs basic financial statements and have issued
our report thereon dated September 29, 2005. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards
generally accepted in the United States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained
in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States.

Internal Control Over Financial Reporting

In planning and performing our audit, we considered the Sheriffs internal control over financial
reporting in order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the
financial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal control over financial reporting. However,
we noted a certain matter involving the internal control over financial reporting and its operation that we
consider to be a reportable condition. Reportable conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating
to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control over financial reporting that, in
our judgment, could adversely affect the Sheriffs ability to record, process, summarize and report financial
data consistent with the assertions of management in the financial statements. This reportable condition is
described in the accompanying summary schedule of current and prior year audit findings and corrective
action plan as item 05-1(IC).

A material weakness is a condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the internal
control components does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that misstatements caused by error or
fraud in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial statements being audited may occur and
not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned
functions. Our consideration of the internal control over financial reporting would not necessarily disclose
all matters in the internal control that might be reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily
disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses. We believe the
reportable condition described above is a material weakness.
